MAINTENANCE  ACCOUNT. 

The  weekly  rate  of  payment  during  the  past  year 
has  been  7s.  7d.  for  each  patient.  The  experience  of 
two  years  has  proved  that  this  charge  is  insufficient. 
There  has  been  an  excess  of  expenditure  beyond  the 
receipts  in  every  quarter,  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
£234)  Os.  3d.,  and  there  is  not  any  probability  of  bread 
and  other  provisions  being  lower  than  at  the  present  time. 

Your  Committee  therefore  have  ordered  the  addition 
of  one  halfpenny  a  day  to  the  weekly  rate  of  payment, 
making  the  rate  for  the  present  year,  1865,  7s.  10|d., 
which  they  trust  may  prove  suflicient.

FIRST  COST  ACCOUNT. 

The  receipts  during  the  past  year,  from  Unions  and 
Parishes,  for  charges  beyond  the  ordinary  payment  for 
maintenance,  all  of  which  are  carried  to  the  First  Cost 
Account,  amounted  to  £325  7s.  There  has  also  been 
received  £500  on  loan,  already  referred  to. 

The  payments  in  the  year  have  amounted  to  £1672 
15s.  9d.  ;  leaving  a  balance  due  to  the  Treasurer  of 
£371  9s.  4d. 

Your  Committee  reported  at  the  Hilary  Sessions 
last  year  the  completion  and  occupation  of  the  new 
buildings,  by  which  additional  accommodation  was 
supplied  for  80  female  patients. 

They  much  regret  to  be  obliged  to  inform  the  Court 
that  the  Medical  Superintendent  reports  that  the  Male 
Wards  are  now  so  crowded  that  there  are  in  the 
dormitories  163  patients,  which  is  20  more  than  they 
are  calculated  to  hold. 

In  consequence  of  this  overcrowded  state  of  the  Male 
Wards,  a  Circular  has,  within  a  few  days,  been  addressed 
to  every  Board  of  Guardians  in  the  county,  informing 
them  "  That  every  bed  in  the  Male  Wards  is  now  filled, 
and  that  future  admissions  must  be  restricted  to  the  most 
urgent  cases."  It  will  be  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Court  to  say  what  is  best  to  be  done  in  this  emergency. 
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We  have  to  inform  the  Court  that  the  Committee 
have  been  in  possession,  since  Michaelmas  last,  of  the 
land  which  the  Court  at  tlie  Trinity  Sessions  authorized 
to  be  puxxhased.  The  legal  transfer  has  not  yet  been 
completed,  but  the  necessary  an-angements  are  in 
progress. 

The  land  adjoining  the  above,  the  reversion  of 
which  was  purchased  previous  to  the  erection  af  the 
Asylum,  has  likewise  being  in  our  possession  since 
Michaelmas. 

THE  CHAPLAIN. 

Divine  Service,  with  a  Sermon,  has  been  regularly 
performed  on  Sundays,  Christmas-day,  and  Good  Friday; 
and  Morning  Prayer  has  been  said  daily  throughout  the 
year.    The  Chaplain's  Report  will  be  appended. 

CONDITION  AND  MANAGEMENT. 

Two  Commissioners  visited  the  Asylum  in  March 
last,  and  after  a  minute  investigation,  entered  a  report  of 
their  visit.  This  i-eport,  which  will  be  printed  with 
Dr.  Thurnam's  own  report,  will  be  read  with  much 
interest.  It  concludes  with  the  expression  of  their 
very  favorable  opinion  of  the  management  of  the  Asylum 
by  Dr.  Thurnam,  in  which  the  Committee  entirely 
concur. 

Mr.  Ward,  the  Clerk  and  Steward  of  the  Asylum, 
is  preparing  a  very  minute  and  detailed  notice  of  the 
expenditure,  which  will  form  a  part  of  the  General 
Report,  which  will  be  in  the  hands  of  every  Magistrate 
before  the  Easter  Sessions.

154.2  men,  231.6  women,  total  385.8,  is  but  slightly  Numbers, 
in  excess  of  the  previous  year.  The  crowding  of  the 
wards,  hitherto  connned  to  the  lemale  department,  Division 
has  for  some  time  been  felt  on  the  male  side  of  the 
House  ;  and,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  House 
Committee,  the  Medical  Superiittendent  had  to 
report  that  there  were  163  patients  in  the  men's 
■wards,  which  were  originally  constructed  for  143 
only.  Should  there  be  any  material  increase  in 
their  number,  they  could  only  be  accommodated  by 
the  conversion  of  portions  of  the  corridors  into 
dormitories  ;  which,  however,  could  scarcely  be 
tolerated  as  more  than  a  temporary  arrangement. 
Under  all  the  circumstances,  the  consideration  by  the 


full. 
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Committee  of  the  necessity  for  some  extension  of  the 
men's  wards  cannot  be  very  long  postponed.

months.  Of  those  relieved,  one  was  transferred  to 
the  County  Asylum  for  Hants,  near  Fareham ;  and 
another  to  that  at  Arlesey,  for  the  three  counties  of 
Beds,  Herts,  and  Hunts.  Two  others,  also  relieved, 
and  two  not  improved,  both  of  the  class  of  "  Criminal 
Lunatics,"  were  transferred  in  July  to  the  State 
Asylum  at  Broadmoor,  luider  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  State. 
"  Criminal  ^^^^  patients  above  referred  to  had  been  guilty 

Lunatics."  of  offences  of  an  aggravated  description.  Two  had 
been  committed  to  prisoii  on  the  charge  of  "  arson," 
a  third  on  that  of  "  maliciously  wounding,"  and  a 
fourth  "  for  sending  a  threatening  letter."  The  four 
"  Criminal  Lunatics  "  remaining  in  the  Asylum  had 
been  committed  for  minor  offences  ;  two  on  charges 
of  "  larceny,"  one  "  for  stealing  an  ass,"  and  the 
fourth  for  "  want  of  sureties  for  keeping  the  peace." 
From  a  letter  received  from  the  Home  OlBce,  in 
September,  it  would  appear   that  it  is  not  the 
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intention  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  order  these 
patients  to  be  removed  to  Broadmoor. 

The  general  health  has,  on  the  whole,  been  Oencral 
good  ;  though  the  deaths,  especially  among  the 
women,  have  somewhat  exceeded  the  average.  They 
amounted  to  19  of  men,  and  28  of  women.  As  usual,  ^^^^^^^ 
many  of  these  were  of  persons  of  very  advanced  age  ; 
4  men  and  10  women  being  70  and  upwards,  and 
of  these,  3  men  and  2  women  exceeding  80  years  of 
age.  The  average  mortality  has  been  at  the  rate  of 
12.1  per  cent. ;  that  for  the  entire  period  since  the 
opening  of  the  Asylum  being  1 1 .7  per  cent.

As  to  the  causes  of  death,  the  usual   pre-  „ 

^  _     Causes  of 

dominance  is  to  be  observed  in  diseases  of  the  brain  Death, 
and  nervous  system;  as  many  as  14  deaths  being 
from  apoplexy,  paralysis,  epilepsy,  and  allied  diseases 
of  the  brain.  The  only  other  very  prominent  cause 
of  death  during  the  year  was  pulmonary  consumption, 
of  which  1 1  cases  have  proved  fatal,  the  disease  being, 
in  the  majority  and  to  a  great  extent,  of  a  latent 
description.  There  were  two  deaths  from  peritonitis 
excited  by  perforating  ulcer,  in  one  case  of  the  larger 
bowel,  and  in  the  other  of  the  gall-bladder.  In  two 
women  of  upwards  of  70  years,  death  resulted  from 
exhaustion,  connected  with  the  somewhat  rare  disease 
of  atrophy  of  the  bones,  or  mollities  ossium.

Inqncsti.  Inquests  were  held  in  three  cases.    One  was 

that  of  an  epileptic  found  in  bed  in  the  morning  in 
a  dying  state,  in  which  the  verdict  returned  was 
Visitation  of  God.  Another,  was  that  of  a  man 
admitted  with  melancholia,  combined  with  refusal  of 
food  and  great  restlessness.  In  his  excitement  he 
contrived  to  fraoture  one  of  the  clavicles,  and  died 
two  days  afterwards.  His  death  appeared  to  result 
from  "  gradual  exhaustion,"  and  not  in  any  way  to 
be  connected  with  the  accident.  The  jury,  however, 
thought  it  might  have  been  hastened  by  it,  and 
returned  a  verdict  of  Accidental  Death.  The  other 
case  was  a  more  serious  casualty ;  being  that  of  a  man 
aged  50,  admitted  about  a  month  before  his  death 
with  recent  mania.  Being  attacked  by  bronchitis,  a 
jfire  in  his  bedroom  was  directed  to  be  lighted, 
guarded  in  the  usual  way,  and  the  patient  to  be 
unremittingly  watched.  The  attendant  in  chai-ge  so 
far  transgressed  his  orders  as  to  leave  him  for  three 
minutes,  in  order  to  give  the  medicines  to  the  night 
attendant  when  he  came  on  duty.  In  this  short 
interval,  the  patient  contrived  to  get  out  of  bed, 
remove  the  fire-guard,  and  set  fire  to  his  clothing ; 
he  died  immediately.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
Accidental  Death.  This  case  induced  the  Medical 
,  Superintendent  to  have  the  moveable  fire-guards  in 

every  bedroom  made  capable  of  being  secured  by 
lock  and  key ;  a  measure  which  was  at  once  carried 
out  ■H'ith  the  full  sanction  of  the  Committee. 

There  are  no  other  casualties  of  importance  to 
report ;  a  very  happy  exemption,  especially  when  it 
is  considered  that  so  many  cases  vidth  suicidal 
propensity  Ixave  been  admitted.    In  the  height  of 


Casualties. 
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the  summer,  during  tlie  month  of  July,  and  parts  of 
June  and  August,  almost  every  alternate  case  received 
was  of  this  description  ;  and  there  were  as  many  as 
three  men  who  had  attempted  self-destruction  by 
cutting  the  throat  not  long  before  admission. 

The  birth  of  a  male  child  has  again  to  be  ^5;^.^,^^^ 
recorded.    The  mother  was  admitted  in  March,  and  CliUd. 
a  sickly  child  was  born  in  the  following  month. 
When  seven  weeks  old,   it  was  removed  by  the 
relieving  officer    to   the    Union-house,   at  Chip- 
penham. 

The  four  escapes  which  have  occurred  during  ggcapes. 
the  year  present  nothing  worthy  of  notice.  It  may 
however  be  remarked,  that  the  total  cost  of  recapture, 
including  two  other  cases  in  which  escape  was 
attempted,  amounted  to  no  more  than  the  sum  of 
7s.  Gd.

considerable  addition  which  has  been  made  to  the  tiic  hAwA. 
land  belonging  to  the  Asylum.  Hitherto  this  has 
consisted  of  about  45  acres ;  it  now  amounts  to  about 
66.  Of  the  20  or  21  additional  acres,  the  lai-ger 
moiety  reverted  to  the  Asylum  on  the  death  of  the 
late  tenant.  The  other,  consisting  of  about  9  acres, 
has  been  purchased  by  the  Visitors,  in  order  to 
enclose  the  property  within  a  satisfactory  ring 
fence.  This  addition  will,  for  some  time,  give  full 
employment  to  the  patients  in  levelling  banks  and 
filling  in  ditches,  and  in  bringing  the  deteriorated 
and  exhausted  ground  in-to  good  order.  The 
proportion  of  land  now  attached  to  the  Asylum  is 
in  the  proportion  of  about  one  acre  to  six  patients. 
The  Commissioners  in  L/unacy  recommend  about  one 
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acre  to  four ;  but  this,  perhaps,  has  reference  to  the 

prospect  of  a  considerable  extension  of  the  Asylum, 

and  to  a  proportionate  increase  in  the  number  of  the 

inmates.    Our  present  quantity  seems  quite  adequate 

to  the  wants  of  the  establishment,  and  to  any  present 

prospect  of  expansion ;  unless,  indeed,  it  should  be 

desired  to  raise  corn  for  home  consumption.  One 

great  advantage  connected  with  the  late  addition  to 

the  farm,  and  with  the  utilization  of  the  sewage,  has 

been  the  establishment  of  a  dairy  ;  by  which  means 

the  milk  consumed  by  the  patients  is  produced  on 

the  farm.    The  constant  and  abundant  crops  of  grass 

afford  excellent  food  for  the  cows,  so  that  the  milk 

has  been  very  good  ;  and  the  little  butter  which  has 

been  made  is  remarkable,  even  in  the  winter  season, 

for  its  sweetness. 

But  few  additions  have  been  made   to  the

Works  and  material  of  the  establishment.  An  excellent  iron 
ments.^^  lathe,  with  a  complete  set  of  tools,  has  been  added 
to  the  Engineer  and  Smith's  department,  at  a  cost  of 
£61  19s.  Three  of  Clark's  patent  gas-regulators, 
for  which  £36  were  paid,  have  been  put  up,  by 
which  the  action  of  the  burners  has  been  made 
perceptibly  more  steady  and  regular,  and  the  waste 
of  gas  considerably  diminished.  Notwithstanding 
the  opening  at  the  close  of  the  last  year  of  an 
additional  ward  for  women,  in  which  are  14  burners, 
the  consumption  of  coal  in  the  manufacture  of  the 
gas  has  been  reduced  in  the  proportion  of  about  8 
per  cent.  ;  namely,  from  about  90  tons  in  1863, 
to  82  tons  14  cwt.  in  1864.  The  extei-ior  of  the 
building  has  been  paiHted  throughout  ;  also  parts  of 
the  interior  where  required. 
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Before  concluding  this  Report,  it  may  be  ^^^^^^f 
expedient  to  add  a  few  observations  -ou  the  proper 
scope  of  these  periodical  documents.  The  Annual 
Reports  of  the  Medical  Superintendents  of  County 
Asylums  are  addressed  first  to  the  Committees  of 
Visitors,  and  through  them  to  the  Courts  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  the  Guardians  of  the  poor,  and  the  Rate- 
payers in  the  respective  counties.  They  are  obviously 
designed  to  supplement  the  Reports  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  Visitors,  which,  as  prescribed  by  the  Act 
(16  and  17  Vict.,  c  97,  §  Ixii.),  are  intended  to 
show  "  the  state  and  condition  of  each  Asylum,  as 
to  its  sufficiency  for  the  proper  accommodation  of 
the  number  of  Lunatics  for  whom  it  may  be  requisite 
to  provide  accommodation,  as  to  the  management  of 
such  Asylums,  the  conduct  of  the  Ofiicers  and  Ser- 
vants thereof,  and  the  care  of  the  Patients  therein," 
with  "  such  remarks  or  observations  in  relation  to 
any  matters  connected  with  such  Asylum  as  they  (the 
Visitors)  may  think  fit."  The  Rule  which  directs  the 
Medical  Superintendent  to  make  a  Report,  and  which 
has  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  most 
Asylums  runs  as  follows  : — "  He  shall  make  a  yearly 
report  of  the  number  of  admissions,  removals,  and 
discharges  of  patients  during  the  year,  and  shall  also 
make  a  like  report  as  to  their  general  condition  and 
such  other  matters  as  may  appear  expedient  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  the  state  and  management  of  the 
Asylum."  Thus  the  Rule  as  to  the  Report  of  the 
Medical  Superintendent  is  in  nearly  the  same  terms 
as  the  enactment  with  regard  to  the  Committee  of 
Visitors  ;  and  the  primary  object  of  both  is  the 
information  of  the  Magistracy  and  Ratepayers,  as  to 
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the  state  and  management  of  the  Asylum.  A 
principal  featuce  in  the  Report  of.  the  Visitors  are 
the  finances  of  the  establishment;  a  department  with 
which  the  Medical  Superintendent  has  usually  no 
further  concern  than  arises  from  a  proper  regard  to 
the  due  administration  of  the  Asylum  funds,  looking 
both  to  the  intei'est  of  the  Patients  and  to  those  of 
the  Ratepayers.  This  financial  part  of  the  Visitors' 
Report  is  supplemented  by  detailed  statements  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditure  more  or  less  minutely 
classified,  according  to  the  views  of  the  several 
Committees  of  Visitors* 

The  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Wilts 
County  Asylum  has  from  the  first  endeavoured  to 
embrace  in  his  annual  retrospect  as  full  an  account  as 
possible  of  1st, — The  mode  of  treatment  and  manage- 
ment pursued  in  the  Asylum,  with  the  modifications, 
if  any,  from  time  to  time  introduced  ;  2nd, — Full  sta- 
tistics of  the  cases  treated,  with  the  results  obtained, 
as  illustrated  by  an  extensive  series  of  Tables, 
capable,  it  may  be,  of  still  further  improvement  ;  and 
3rd, — A  clear  but  concise  history  of  the  events  of  the 
year,  as  showing  the  operations  and  progress  of  the 
establishment)  the  successive  additions  and  improve- 
ments in  its  buildings,  and  the  changes  made  in  its 
economy  and  staff  of  officers.  A  series  of  such 
reports  are,  in  fine,  the  chronicles — trustworthy 
chronicles  it  is  hoped,  which  may  furnish  a  history 
of  the  Asylum  from  its  commencement.  Considering 
that  the  great  majority  of  readers  to  whom  the 
Reports  are  addressed  are  non-professional  persons, 
the  Superintendent  has  been  spaiing  of  medical 
details.    The  notion  of  advancing  our  knowledge  of 
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Insanity  as  a  disease,  from  details  printed,  rather  than 
published,  in  Reports  of  Asylums,  appears  to  him  a 
mistaken  one.  A  more  legitimate  medium  for  the 
publication  of  cases  and  disquisitions  bearing  on  the 
pathology  and  therapeutics  of  ii>sanity,  seems  to  be 
afforded  by  that  portion  of  the  medical  press  devoted 
to  these  subjects.  To  treat  them  satisfactorily, 
considerable  space  is  required  ;  space  which  could 
only  be  obtained  by  augmenting  unduly  the  size  and 
cost  of  the  Report  ;  or  by  trenching  on  that  required 
for  the  administrative  and  financial  details  to  vv'hich 
reference  has  been  made.  It  is  indeed  to  b»  feared 
that  those  contributions  to  the  science  of  this  branch 
of  the  profession  (the  value  of  many  of  which  the 
writer  fully  acknowledges)  which  here  and  there  have 
been  embodied  in  Asylum  Reports,  are  very  liable  to 
be  overlooked  by  those  most  interested  in  them. 
The  writer's  feeling  on  this  subject  appears  in  the 
main  to  be  shared  by  his  colleagues  elsewhere,  though 
he  disclaims  any  desire  to  press  them  on  such  as  may 
take  a  different  view  of  the  question. 

Notwithstanding  the  variety  in  the  scope 
and  character  of  the  Reports  of  the  different 
Asylums,  the  advantage  to  be  derived  from  their 
perusal  and  comparison  by  those  engaged  in  the 
management  of  these  establishments,  is  unquestion- 
able ;  and  the  writer  regards  the  friendly  interchange 
of  them  which  now  generally  prevails  with  much 
satisfaction.  On  the  other  hand  it  must  be  admitted 
that  anything  like  a  strict  uniformity  in  these 
documents  would  detract  considerably  from  their 
value  and  interest.  On  one  point  indeed  a  uniform 
system  is  much  to  be  desired.    This  regards,  the 
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Statistical  Tables  in  which  those  facts  are  exhibitad 
which  are  capable  of  reduction  to  a  numerical  form. 
Efforts  to  promote  the  adoption  of  such  a  uniform 
scheme  of  statistics  by  the  Superintendents  of  all 
Asylums,  have  at  different  times  been  made,  though 
hitherto  with  very  partial  success.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  object  may  yet  be  attained,  as  the  result  of 
further  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Association  of 
Medical  Officers  of  Asyluins  and  Hospitals  for  the 
Insane.  We  may  be  encouraged  in  such  attempts 
by  the  very  great  improvement  which  has  been 
witnessed  within  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  in  the 
statistics  appended  to  the  formerly  very  meagre 
Reports  of  English  County  Asylums.  The  Reports 
of  the  Asylums  of  Scotland  and  of  the  United  States 
of  America  were  always  much  more  satisfactory  in 
this  respect. 

Method  of  "'''^  ^  review  of  the  English  Asylum  Reports 

Calculating  recently  published,*  in  which,  considering  the  cir-

comparative  table   is  given   of   the  percentage  of 

Recoveries  and  Deaths  for  the  year  1863  in  thirteen 

of  the  principal  County  Asylums,  and  in  the  two 

large  charitable  Hospitals  of  Bethlehem  and  St, 

Luke's.    All  such  comparisons  for  so  short  a  period 

as  a  single   year   are   open  to  much  exeeption  ; 

especially  when  the  data  from  which  the  results  are 

calculated  are  not  at  the  same  time  placed  before  the 

reader.    But  in  this  instance  the  liability  to  erroneous 

conclusions  is  very  much  increased  as  regards  the

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comparison  of  the  mortality,  by  the  faUacious  method 
of  computation.  The  proportion  of  recoveries  is 
calculated  in  reference  to  the  number  admitted,  which 
is,  no  doubt,  the  most  accurate  method.  The  deaths, 
however,  are  calculated  on  the  total  under  treatment 
during  the  year.  This  method  would  be  accurate 
enough,  if  the  period  of  residence  were  the  same  in 
all  the  Asylums  compared  ;  but  as  this,  from  different 
causes,  varies  very  much,  it  is  obvious  that  rates  of 
mortality  so  calculated  cannot  be  comparable.  It 
was  supposed,  after  the  full  examination  of  this 
question,  more  than  25  years  since,  by  the  very 
distinguished  vital  statistician,  Dr.  W.  Farr  (*),  and 
subsequently,  nearly  20  years  ago,  by  the  writer 
himself  (f),  that  it  was  now  generally  recognised  that 
the  right  method  of  computing  the  mortality  of  Asylums 
is  to  calculate  it  in  reference  to  the  mean  poptilaiion, 
or  average  numbers  resident.  Whether  recognised  or 
not,  the  principle  is  so  important  that  such  an 
opportunity  as  is  presented  by  the  publication  of  the 
table  referred  to  could  hardly  be  passed  over,  without 
reference  and  protest  (|). 

During  the  period  of  more  than  thirteen  years 
smce  the  Asylum  was  opened,  post-mortem  exammations  tom  Ex- 
have  been  made  in  nearly  every  fatal  case.     In  the

Tims,  if  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy's  Oiruial 
Report  can  be  relied  on,  the  numbers  treated  at  St.  ljukc's  Hospital  in 
1803  were  201,  and  the  dcatlis  6  in  number.

the  Brain,  can  be  completed  in  time,  it  is  proposed  to  embrace 

in   an   appendix,   an    analysis   of  the   weights  of 

the    brain,    in    between    four    and    five  hundred 

(470)  cases  ;  being  the  entire  experience,  as  to  this 

particular,  obtained  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum. 

Results  of  this  description,  being  capable  of  exhibition 

in  a  tabular  form,  find  an  appropriate  place  in  the 

pages  of  the  Reports  of  Asylums.     In  the  tedious 

labour  connected  with  abstracting  and  calculating  these 

additional  tables,  the  Medical  Superintendent  must 

acknowledge  the  important  aid  he  has  received  from 

tiie  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  Mr.  Symes.     It  is 

hoped  that  these  weights  will  be  found  useful  by  those 

who  may  be  engaged  in  inquiries  connected  with  the 

physiology    of   the    brain,   and   the  circumstances 

influencing  the  size  and  development  of  this  organ.

higher  wages  which  are  given  in  establishments  nearer 
to  the  Metropolis  ;  where  the  remuneration  is  greater 
than  is,  perhaps,  ever  likely  to  be  the  case  in  an 
agricultural  county,  where  wages  for  every  description 
of  service  are  comparatively  low. 
Wcelily  three   years   past,   the   cost  of 

Chaige.  maintenance  has  not  been  quite  covered  by  the  weekly 
charge  of  7s,  7d.  The  Committee  have  now  directed 
an  addition,  at  the  rate  of  one  halfpenny  per  day ;  thus 
raising  the  charge  to  7s.  lOsd.  per  week,  at  which  rate 
the  Treasurer  believes  it  may  for  some  time  continue. 
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The  necessity  for  this  advance  has  mainly  arisen  from 

the  continued  high  cost  of  provisions  and  from  the 

great  increase  in  the  price  of  textile  flibrics  and  of 

almost  all  articles  of  clothing,  consequent   on  the 

prolonged  war  in  the  United  States.

And 
I  would  beg  most  respectfully  to  suggest  whether  a  more 
suitable  instrument  than  that  used  at  present  might  not  be 
provided  to  assist  the  singing.  We  have  some  excellen? 
voices  amongst  the  patients  as  well  as  attendants,  and  I 
am  persuaded  that  the  introduction  of  more  music  would 
contribute  greatly  to  the  life  of  the  services,  and  the 
comfort  and  edification  of  those  who  partake  of  them.

"This  Asylum  now  contains  379  patients,  viz.,  154 
men,  and  225  women.  There  are  also  2  males  and  1 
female  who  are  absent  on  leave. 

"  The  following  Tabular  Statement  has  been  furnished 
to  us  in  reference  to  the  changes  which  have  taken  place 
since  the  visit  of  our  colleagues  six  months  ago : —

"  The  number  of  deaths  is  much  above  the  average 
during  the  winter  months,  but  there  seems  to  have  existed 
no  special  disease,  and  the  increased  mortality  can  only  be 
attributed  to  the  severity  of  the  season  acting  upon  aged 
persons.  Inquests  were  held  in  two  cases.  One,  where  the 
patient  died  from  accidental  choking;  in  the  other,  the  cause 
of  death  was  burning  ;  the  patient  having,  during  the  absence 
of  his  attendant,  got  out  of  bed  and  set  fire  to  his  bed 
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clothes.  A  verdict  of  accidental  death  was  returned. 
It  appears,  however,  in  Dr.  Thur nam's  evidence,  that  the 
attendant  had  transgressed  his  orders  by  leaving  the 
patient  alone,  even  for  a  few  minutes. 

"  There  are  still  several  patients  in  the  Wards 
labouring  mider  various  affections  of  the  chest,  and  we 
found  ten  of  them  in  bed  ;  two  of  these  were  in  a  sinking 
state. 

"  We  found  the  patients  generally  in  a  very  quiet 
state,  and  only  one  woman  was  in  seclusion.  According 
to  the  register,  there  has  only  been  one  instance  of  seclusion 
amongst  the  male  patients,  and  with  the  women  very  little 
seclusion  has  been  employed.  Restraint  is  never  used. 
The  personal  condition  of  the  inmates,  as  to  cleanliness, 
&c.,  was  satisfactory  ;  and  the  clothes  were  generally 
good ;  we  noticed,  however,  that  in  No.  4  Ward,  five  of 
the  men  were  clad  in  sail-cloth;  some  of  the  women 
also  wore  strong  dresses. 

"  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  system  pursued  for 
the  employment  and  recreation  of  the  patients  ;  and  about 
the  usual  number  attend  Divine  Service  in  the  ChapeL 

"  We  had  no  complaints  of  harsh  treatment  on  the 
part  of  the  attendants,  who  seem  to  be  of  a  respectable  class. 
Of  the  attendants,  including  the  tailor,  gardener,  and 
shoemaker,  there  are  twelve ;  and  there  are  fourteen 
nurses,  exclusive  of  the  laundryraaid  and  kitchen  servants. 

*'  The  proportion  of  basins  for  personal  washing  is 
small.   All  the  patients  are  bathed  weekly.   It  appears  that 


three  or  four  of  the  cleaner  patients  arc  usually  bathed  in 
the  same  water,  but  in  some  cases  this  number  is  excectlcd. 
It  seems  important  to  consider  whether  by  distributing  the 
bathing  over  a  greater  number  of  days,  fresh  water  might 
not  be  given  to  each  patient. 

"  The  proportion  of  straw  beds  is  still  large.  The 
return  of  wet  and  dirty  beds  for  last  night  was  1 1  in  the 
male,  and  23  in  the  female  wards.  The  patients,  except 
such  as  are  ill,  are  still  unattended  during  the  night. 

"  We  found  the  wards,  rooms,  and  beds,  in  a  most 
creditable  state,  as  regards  cleanliness  and  freedom  from 
offensive  odours  ;  but  we  were  struck,  as  on  previous 
occasions,  with  the  absence  of  those  articles  of  ordinary 
domestic  furniture  which  are  now  usually  found  in  Asylums. 
The  refractory  wards.  No.  4  on  each  side,  are  strikingly  bare 
and  comfortless,  and  when  we  saw  them  they  contained  no 
means  of  amusement  or  occupation. 

"  The  new  womens'  wards  have  been  opened,  and 
afford  excellent  accommodation.  They  seem  to  have  been 
erected  and  furnished  at  a  moderate  cost.  There  are  now 
vacancies  for  between  40  and  50  women,  but  not  for  more 
than  10  men. 

"  The  12  acres  of  land  alluded  to  by  our  colleagues 
in  their  last  Report  have,  owing  to  the  death  of  the  tenant, 
fallen  into  the  possession  of  the  Visitors.  This  addition  to 
the  Asylum  property  will  be  found  very  useful,  as  affording 
increased  means  of  occupation  for  the  male  patients  ;  but 
there  are  still  9  acres  within  the  roads  surrounding  the 
estate,  the  acquisition  of  which  seems  very  desirable. 
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"  The  Medical  and  otlier  records  continue  to  be 
kept  with  the  greatest  care ;  and  we  are  glad  to  find  that 
post  mortem  examinations  are  made  in  every  case  of  death, 
unless  the  friends  of  the  patients  express  a  wish  to  the 
contrary. 

"  As  on  former  occasions,  we  have  to  record  our 
opinion  that  the  Institution  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  able 
and  judicious  management  of  Dr.  Thurnam.
